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THE WILL OF CHRISTOPHER DAVENPORT OF 
COVENTRY, ENGLAND

[A year ago, it was the intention of the Editor-in-Chief, a New-Havener 
by birth and residence, to appeal for funds to copy the baptisms and mar- 
riages from the register of St. Stephen’s, Coleman Street, London, the old 
church of John Davenport, ministerial founder of New Haven, as a memorial 
to him and in the hope of finding information about a few of Davenport’s 
companions in the settlement here. However, despite the fact that the 
Tercentenary of the city’s founding was celebrated this year, so little 
genuine interest in the founders of New Haven was encountered, that he 
was discouraged from proceeding with this idea. Miss Marshall, in con- 
nection with the original plan, very kindly copied the will of John Daven- 

ort’s uncle and benefactor, which is herewith presented. It is an unusually 
interesting will, shedding much light on social conditions of the period.] 


Abstract of the will of Christopher Davenport of the City of 
Coventry, alderman, dated 4 June 1627 [Prerogative Court of 
Canterbury, 77 Ridley] : 

To my wife Agnes, brass, pewter, linen, bedding and other 
household stuff (not hereby otherwise bequeathed) and | various 
specified] articles of plate. All which my household stuff (the 
plate excepted) I desire her to give after her decease to amongst 
our kindred. Further I give her for her life the use of my best 
silver and gilt salt with a cover and after her death I give the 
said salt and cover to my executor. Further I give her during 
her life three rent charges of £40 per annum [details given]. 

Item I bequeath to her £200. Further I give her an annuity 
of £20 for her life (if my lease of ‘Harnall feilds’ endure so 
long) to be paid to her out of the said Harnall feilds. 

Also to my wife Agnes for life my messuage with the appurte- 
nances situate in the City of Coventry wherein I now dwell, 
together with the use of {certain household stuff specified] and 
after her decease, the said messuage and the said ‘standells’ and 
implements therein particularly mentioned to Christopher Dav- 
enport son of my nephew Edward Davenport and to Christopher 
Davenport son of my executor forever. 

Also to my wife Agnes for her life, two tenements and two 
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gardens situate without the Greyfrier gate in the suburbs of the 
said City of Coventry late in the tenure of William Hancocke, 
Alderman, and after her decease the said two tenements and 
gardens to the Mayor bailiffs and commonalty of the City of 
Coventry forever to the intent that they and their successors 
after the decease of myself and Agnes my wife shall bestow the 
profits yearly to the uses herein after expressed viz. 20s. thereof 
for the preaching of three sermons yearly in the parish church 
of the holy Trinitie in the said City by the Pastor of that church 
(if he be an approved Minister) or by such other worthy minister 
as the Mayor and his brethren or the more part of them shall 
think fit, the said sermons to be preached yearly on St. Luke’s 
day, St. Simon & St. Jude’s day and St. Andrew’s day. The 
residue of the profits of the said two tenements and gardens 
shall be given to the relief of the poor people of the Hospital in 
Greyfrier lane in the said City. 

Item to the Mayor, Bailiffs and Commonalty of the City of 
Coventry, 30s. yearly to be paid yearly during the life of my 
wife Agnes to be employed to the above uses with proviso that 
‘if there shall happen any alteration of religion (which God 
forbid) ’’ the 20s. allowed for the preaching of the three sermons 
shall be yearly distributed among the poor people of Bishop- 
streete ward every Easter by the Alderman of that Ward. 

Item, I forgive Hipwell Davenport son of my late brother 
John Davenport £10 he owes me by bond. 

Item I forgive William Heyes of the said City, who married 
my nephew [sic] Emry daughter of my said late brother John 
the £20 odd he owes me by bond. 

To the four children of the said William and Emry, £20 to be 
equally divided between them, and the survivor of them, and to 
each of the four children a silver spoon. 

To the said Emry Haies, a pinked gill bowl for wine. 

To my nephew Edward Davenport son of my brother Henry 
(which Edward I brought up at the University at my great 
charges) twelve of my books such as my executor and overseers 
shall think fit and a great plain gill bowl for wine. 

To the children of my said nephew Edward Davenport, £60 
to be equally divided among them and the survivor of them. 
Also to each of them an apostle silver spoon. 

To my nephews Edward Davenport and Christopher Daven- 
port clothier (which Christopher Davenport I make my exec- 
utor) and to their heirs, my two messuages situate in the ‘Cooke- 
streete’ in the said City now or late in the occupation of Barnaby 
Davenport my nephew, on trust to employ the yearly profits to 
the maintenance of my said nephew Barnaby Davenport, Mary 
his wife and their children forever. I do hereby forgive the 
said Barnaby Davenport a great sum of money wherein he is 
indebted to me. 
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Item I give to the said Barnaby Davenport an annuity of £10 
to be paid to him yearly while my lease of Harnall feilds 
continues. 

To the children of the said Barnaby Davenport, £100 to be 
equally divided between them and the survivors of them. 

To the said Barnaby Davenport, a great white silver bowl for 
wine and to each of his children a silver apostle spoon. 

To my said nephew Christopher Davenport clothier and 
Frances his wife and the heirs of their bodies, my two tenements 
and appurtenances within the suburbs of the said City without 
Gosford gate. Also to my said nephew Christopher Davenport 
clothier, my signet gold ring, my silver beaker parcel gilt, my 
book called the Acts and monuments of the Church and all my 
law books [ete.]. 

To the children of the said Christopher Davenport, £100 to be 
divided amongst them or the survivors, and to each a silver 
spoon. 

To my nephew John Davenport (son of my late brother 
Henry) which John I brought up at the University to my great 
charge such twelve of my books as my executor and overseers 
shall think most fit for him. Also a great gilt bowl of silver 
for wine which I have already delivered to him. 

I forgive to Sarah wife of my late cousin Edward Harrington, 
the sum wherein he was indebted to me. 

To the children of my said nephew [sic] Edward Harrington, 
£100 to be equally divided among them and the survivors of them. 

To the said Sarah Harrington, all tools weights beams presses 
which are mine and belonging to her trade now in her possession. 

To the poor of the parish of Trinitie, £5 yearly. ‘‘Alsoe the 
lord haveinge putt into my hart the estate and condicéi of poore 
mens children how they are rudely brought upp and ignorantly 
wout the knowledge of god or theire duties towards men, and 
that the better educacdi and bringing up of them would tend 
to the glory of God, and their owne good, I haue allready dis- 
bursed two hundred pounds... . to and for the maintenance of 
a free schoole in the said Cittie of such poore children whose 
parents are not able and cannot spare a penny a weeke for their 
learneinge, for none other would I haue to be there taught. My 
desire is that my Executor and Overseers would see unto the 
busines that my meaneinge bee not perverted or the uses therein 
abused.”’ 

To my nephew Christopher Davenport clothier, my lease and 
grounds called Harnall fields and Swannes Croft for the residue 
of term unexpired subject to the annuities herein bequeathed. 

Whereas I have given to the Mayor Bailiffs ete. of Coventry 
£100, my intent is that they shall put forth ten young men of 
the City being free of the Company of Weavers and clothiers 
and of good name and fame and who exercise at the time the 
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trade of weaver or clothier in making broadcloth there in free 
loan from three years to three years for ever. 

To Mrs. Anne Hopkins widow, 20s. 

To Elizabeth Hopkins daughter of the said Anne, £10. 

To John, Richard and Thomas Harford, 20s. each. 

To Suzan Moreton daughter of Richard Harford, 40s. 

To the company of Smiths in the said City, £6 on trust that 
the Master and Wardens have 40s. each in free loan to be laid 
on their trenchers at their annual feast day. 

To Agnes my wife, a black gown. 

To my sister Davenport late wife of my brother Henry Daven- 
port, a black gown. 

To the wife of my brother John Davenport, a black gown 
and £5. 

Black gowns to my nephew Barnaby Davenport and his wife, 
my nephew Edward Davenport (son of my said brother Henry) 
and his wife, my nephew Christopher Davenport clothier 
(another son of my said brother Henry) and his wife, to Sarah 
Harrington aforenamed, to my loving friend Humphrey Burton 
of the said City (also a small white silver bowl), to Elizabeth 
Hopkins my servant, to my cousin Emry wife of William Heyes. 
To the said William Heyes, a black cloak. 

Executor and residuary legatee, nephew Christopher Daven- 
port of the city of Coventry clothier. 

Overseers, nephews Edward Davenport and John Davenport 
(sons of my said brother Henry), my nephew Barnaby Daven- 
port, and Humphrey Burton. 

Witnesses: William Morton, Hum. Burton. 

Probate 5 Aug. 1629 to Christopher Davenport, nephew of 
testator. 


The sentence for confirmation of the will, below, is found in 
P.P.C. 106 Ridley : 


Sententia pro confirmacione testamenti Christopheri Davenport: In Dei 
nomine Amen. Auditis .... per nos Henricum Marten militem et legum 
doctorem curie Prerogatiue Cantuar’ magistrum ... . constitutum meritis 
et circumstantiis cuiusdam negotii testamentarii sive probationis testa- 
menti .... Christopheri Davenport nuper Civitatis defuncti habentis dum 
vixit et mortis sue tempore bona [etc.] in diversis diocebus sive peculiaribus 
Jurisdicionibus sufficientia ad fundandum iurisdicionem huius curie P. C. 
quod coram nobis in iudicio inter Christopherum Davenport nepotem ex 
fratre et executorem in testamento dicti defuncti nominatum partem 
huiusmodi negotium promoventem ex una et Agnetem Davenport relictam 
dicti defuncti, Edwardum Davenport, Johannem Davenport et Barnabam

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THE KITCHELL, SHEAFE AND RUCK CONNECTIONS 
IN ENGLAND

In 1901 an account of the Sheafe family, by Walter K. 
Watkins, Esq., of Malden, Mass., was published in the New 
England Historical and Genealogical Register, vol. 55, pp. 208- 
220. This account was based on a considerable amount of 
research in probate and parish records, and is in the main cor- 
rect; yet it contains serious errors with regard to the family of 
Edmund Sheafe (the graduate of Eton and scholar of King’s 
College, Cambridge) and his relationship to the wife of Robert 
Kitchell, later of Guilford, Conn., and Newark, N. J. The chief 
misstatements, which have been repeated for nearly forty years 
in many other publications, are that Edmund Sheafe married 
for his second wife, Joan (Jordan) Downe, and that he had by 
her a daughter Margaret Sheafe who married Robert Kitchell. 

We shall prove that the last wife of Edmund Sheafe was Joan 
(Jordan) Kitchell ; that she was the mother by her first husband 
of Robert Kitchell; and that Edmund Sheafe had no daughter 
Margaret. 

At the end of this article the long will of Edmund Sheafe of 
Cranbrook, Kent, is printed in its entirety. Abstracts and 
excerpts have been published heretofore, but when a question of 
interpretation arises, one should be able to read the precise terms 
of the document. Serious students of this problem may find it 
desirable to read the will through, to gain a clearer understand- 
ing of the argument which follows. 

In brief, the will was made 1 Nov. 1625, and provides for his 
wife Joan and the following children; ‘‘Richard Sharpy my 
son in law... and my daughter Mary his wife’’; ‘‘Thomas 
Sheafe my eldest son’’ and ‘‘Sara his wife my daughter in 
lawe’’; ‘‘Joan Sheaffe my daughter’’; ‘‘Mary Sheafe my 
youngest daughter’’; ‘‘Son Harman Sheafe’’; ‘‘Jacob Sheafe 
my youngest sonne.’’ It is quite clear from the terms of the 
will that Harman and Jacob were minors; Jacob was to have 
books ‘‘at his mothers discretion,’’ so was a son by Joan. The 
daughters Joan and Mary ‘‘the younger’’ were also minors, and 
Joan was to receive silverware ‘‘at the death of her mother if 
not before.’’ Since Mary was described as the youngest 
daughter, it follows that Joan and Mary, as well as Jacob, were 
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by Joan; and she was also the mother of Harman, who was to 
have land ‘‘after the decease of my wife his owne mother.’’ 

Hence only the eldest son Thomas, and the elder of the two 
daughters named Mary, were by the first wife. The Register 
article, above mentioned, states that Edmund Sheafe married 
first, 30 May 1586, Elizabeth Taylor, buried 5 March 1598, by 
whom he had the following children, baptized at Marden, Kent: 

i. Thomas, bapt. 22 Oct. 1587. 

ii. Mary, bapt. 24 June 1590. 

iii. Elizabeth, bapt. 13 Aug. 1592; bur. 3 Aug. 1593. 


iv. Elizabeth, bapt. 2 Dec. 1593. 
v. Edmund, bapt. 14 Mar, 1596. 


This appears to be correct, and it is to be presumed from the 
will that the three younger children died young, leaving only 
Thomas and Mary as survivors of the first marriage. The son 
Edmund was admitted to King’s College, Cambridge, from Eton, 
31 Aug. 1614, aged 16 (really 18, unless there was a second 
Edmund in 1598; B.A., 1618-9, M.A., 1623, Fellow, 1617-1625, 
and died in 1625, before his father.* It is open to question, 
however, whether this Thomas Sheafe married Mary Sharpy as 
stated, unless the will of Edmund errs in calling the wife of 
Thomas ‘‘Sara’’; and it cannot be accepted that Mary married 
Joseph Glid as the Register article asserted, since she was 
referred to more than once in the will as Mary Sharpy and as 
wife of Richard Sharpy. Furthermore, the marriage of Richard 
Sharpie to Mary Sheafe on 4 Dec. 1610 is recorded at Cranbrook, 
which precludes her alleged marriage to Glid. 

In the Visitation of Kent, in 1663, Harman Sheafe of Cran- 
brook entered a brief pedigree, in which he stated the names of 
his parents as Edmund Sheafe and Joanne Jorden [Harleian 
Society Publications, vol. 54 (1906), p. 148]. As already 
deduced from the will, Harman, Jacob, Joan and tha younger 
Mary were children of Edmund’s last wife. That their mother 
was born Joan Jordan is evidenced not only by Harman’s pedi- 
gree, but also by Edmund’s will, which appoints as overseer 
‘‘my loving brother in law Mr. Nicholas Jorden Esquire (for 
my wifes sake his owne sister) .’’ 

Edmund Sheafe apparently did not settle in Cranbrook until 
shortly before the death of his uncle William Sheafe of Cran- 
brook in 1616. The baptisms of his last three children are 
recorded there. We therefore have the following record of the 
children of Edmund and Joan (Jordan) Sheafe: 

vi. Joan, b. [say 1612]. 

vii. Harman, b. [say 1614]. 

viii. Jacob, bapt. 4 Aug. 1616. 


ix. Mary, bapt. 19 Oct. 1617; bur. 30 Jan. 1617/18. 
x. Mary, bapt. 26 Sept. 1620. 


*John Venn and J. A. Venn: Alumni Cantabrigienses, 4-55. 
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Of these children, Harman remained at Cranbrook; Jacob 
came to Boston, Mass., and left issue; Joan married William 
Chittenden of Guilford, Conn., and left issue; and Mary married 
Robert Merriam of Concord, Mass., and died without issue. It 
will be noted that the will of Edmund Sheafe made the most 
careful provision for each of his children, naming each child 
several times, but did not mention a daughter Margaret at all. 
The will of Mary (Sheafe) Merriam of Concord named children 
of her brother Jacob Sheafe and children of her sister [Joan 
(Sheafe) Chittenden], but made no reference to Margaret 
(Sheafe) Kitchell or her children. 

We therefore conclude that the Register article erred in giving 
to Edmund Sheafe a daughter Margaret. It is quite true that 
Robert Kitchell of Rolvenden, Kent, a widower, and Margaret 
Sheafe, of Tenterden, Kent, maiden, aged 30, were licensed to 
marry, 21 June 1631* [Canterbury Licenses], and did marry at 
Rolvenden, 21 July 1632. It is also true that Edmund Sheafe 
in his will appointed ‘‘Robert Kitchell my wifes eldest sonne’’ 
one of the overseers. But be it noted that the will was drawn 
in 1625, nearly seven years before Robert Kitchell married 
Margaret Sheafe. Hence, Kitchell’s subsequent marriage to a 
Sheafe girl can in no way explain Edmund Sheafe’s reference 
to him as his wife’s eldest son. 

The will of Edmund Sheafe gave ‘‘to my wifes five children 
and to my three sonnes in law which married her daughters to 
everie one of them coloured gloves.’’ These were courtesy gifts 
such as might be expected by adult step-children who were 
already provided for and for whom Sheafe had no responsibility. 
Yet the compiler of the Register article sought to identify these 
five children as children Edmund Sheafe had by his second wife 
Joan, and suggests that they were ‘‘John, Harmon, Jacob, Mary, 
and eldest daughter Margaret, who married Robert Kitchell.’’ 
The will proves that Edmund had no surviving children named 
John or Margaret, and that he had four, not five, surviving 
children by his wife Joan. When Edmund referred to his own 
children by Joan, he made it very clear, as when he wrote, ‘‘I 
will that Joanne my wiffe shall .... bringe upp all those my 
children . . . which I by Gods blessinge have had by her,’’ also 
‘*before the children betwixt me and her shall come to ripe and 
perfect age and soe stand in neede of longer guardianshipp,”’ 
ete. 

It is so clear, both from the will and baptismal dates, that the 
four children of Edmund and Joan were minors in 1625, and 
that there could not have been three married daughters, that the 
conclusions of the compiler of the Register article can only be 
described as preposterous and contrary to the evidence. Edmund 


*Should this date be 1632? 
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Sheafe clearly mentioned his wife’s five children and the hus- 
bands of her three daughters, and also in another passage her 
eldest son Robert Kitchell. The obvious conclusion is, that Joan 
Jordan was a widow when she married Sheafe, that she had had a 
Kitchell husband, and that she was the mother (before marrying 
Sheafe) of Robert Kitchell, three girls, and one other child, 
presumably a boy. 

‘*Jhon’’ Kitchell was married to ‘‘Jhone’’ Jordan, 17 May 
1596, at St. George’s Church, Beckenham, Kent. Their children 
were not recorded in that parish, and a great deal of searching 
was required to establish the fact that John Kitchell was a yeo- 
man of Hayes, Kent. He had the following children recorded in 
the Hayes register : 


i. Frances, bapt. 30 Jan. 1596 [1596/7]. 
ii. Elizabeth (twin), bapt. 9 Apr. 1599. 
iii. Joan (twin), bapt. 9 Apr. 1599. 

iv. Robert, bapt. 25 Oct. 1601. 


John Kitchell was buried at Hayes, 20 Mar. 1601 [1601/2]. 

Here then is the baptismal record of Robert Kitchell, the 
American colonist, and of his three sisters. They were the chil- 
dren of Joan (Jordan) Kitchell; Robert Kitchell was her eldest 
son, precisely as stated in Edmund Sheafe’s will, and here are 
her daughters, wives of Sheafe’s three sons-in-law. It is likely 
that when Joan married Sheafe, she brought her Kitchell chil- 
dren into his household, hence the marriages of the Kitchell girls 
may have occurred in Cranbrook. And sure enough, in the 
Cranbrook register these marriages are found: 


1616 3 Oct. Thomas Rucke and Elizabeth Kitchell 
1620 13 Nov. George Nashe and Francis Kitchell 


Turning back to the will of Edmund Sheafe, we see that the 
witnesses were George Nash, Thomas Rucke and Alexander 
Weller. The first two were, in that order, the husbands of the 
first and second daughters of Edmund Sheafe’s wife. Perhaps 
Alexander Weller was husband of the third daughter, Joan. 
The first child of George Nash was John, baptized at Cranbrook, 
9 Sept. 1621, named presumably for Frances (Kitchell) Nash’s 
father. The first child of Thomas Rucke was Joan, baptized at 
Cranbrook, 5 Oct. 1617, buried there 30 Jan. 1617/18, named 
presumably for Elizabeth (Kitchell) Rucke’s mother, Mrs. Joan 
Sheafe. 

It will be noted that we have accounted for only four of the 
five children of Joan Jordan who were born before her marriage 
to Edmund Sheafe. Studying the dates of her marriage to John 
Kitchell, the baptisms of the four Kitchell children, and the 
burial of her husband, it is very doubtful whether she could 
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have had another Kitchell child. However, John Kitchell died 
early in 1602, and Joan’s first Sheafe child was born probably 
about 1612, and in the interval of ten years Joan could easily 
have had a second husband, making Sheafe her third. 

The Register account states that Edmund Sheafe married 
second, ‘‘ Jane, or Jone, Jordan, sister of Nicholas Jordan, and 
widow of Downe of Challock.’’ Canterbury marriage 
licenses show that a license was issued, 15 Aug. 1599, to Edmond 
Sheafe of Woodchurch, yeoman, and Jane Downe of Challock, 
widow. At Woodchurch, John son of Edmond Sheafe was bap- 
tized 24 Aug. 1600. 

It is not absolutely proved that the above records apply to our 
Edmund. It is certain that the widow Jane Downe who married 
Sheafe in 1599 was not Joan (Jordan) Kitchell, whose Kitchell 
husband did not die until 1602. It is likely that our Edmund 
Sheafe had a second wife, widow Jane Downe, maiden name 
unknown, during the interval of over a decade between the death 
of Elizabeth Taylor and his marriage to Mrs. Kitchell. Since 
our Edmund owned land in Woodchurch, mentioned in his will, 
we favor the theory that this was his second marriage, by which 
he left no surviving issue.* If so, both he and Joan Jordan were 
probably married three times. 

A more significant record is the marriage at All Hallows, 
Bread Street, London, on 17 Oct. 1610, of one M* Edmonde 
Sheafe of Canterbury, gent., to Joane Lake of Shoram, Wydowe, 
in the same county. The date is exactly suitable for the mar- 
riage of our Edmund Sheafe to Joan (Jordan) Kitchell, who 
as already indicated, probably married a second time and had 
one son after the death of John Kitchell in 1602. If this is the 
marriage of our Edmund Sheafe, as it well may be, Joan’s second 
husband was named Lake. At Hayes, Kent, Thomas son of 
Richard Lake was baptized 13 Mar. 1607/8. This may refer 
to the son and second husband of Joan (Jordan) Kitchell who 
lived in Hayes at least until her first husband’s death. 

These last suggestions could perhaps be proved or disproved 
by further research. In any event, we have proved that Edmund 
Sheafe’s second wife, Joan Jordan, was not a widow Downe, and 
that she was widow of John Kitchell of Hayes, Kent; that she 
was mother of Robert Kitchell, the colonist; that she had five 
children (of whom four survived) by her last husband, Edmund 
Sheafe; and that she was not the mother, nor Edmund Sheafe 
the father, of Margaret Sheafe wife of Robert Kitchell. 

We have not obtained record proof of Margaret’s parentage, 
but she was probably niece of Edmund, and daughter of Richard 


*The John bapt. 24 Aug. 1600 probably d. young. There seems to have been a second 
John, b. 1604, who was admitted at King’s College, Cambridge, from Eton, 11 Aug. 1621, 
aged 17, and d. before graduation; see Alumni Cantabrigienses, 4-55. 
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and Margery (Roberts) Sheafe, baptized at Cranbrook, 21 May 
1598. The marriage license states her age as ‘‘about 30’’ in 
1631, but as she was older than Robert Kitchell, he may chival- 
rously have stated her age in round figures instead of precisely. 
At Rolvenden, the Kitchells had two children recorded: 


i, Harman, bapt. 21 Apr. 1634; d. young. 
ii. Samuel, bapt. 6 Dec. 1635. 


They had one other child: 
iii. Joanna, b. [say 1637]; m. 12 Nov. 1656, Rev. Jeremiah Peck. 


The will of Margaret Kitchell of Greenwich, Conn., made 
2 Dee. 1679 (inventory taken 16 May 1682) named no relatives 
except her ‘‘son Ketchell’’ and ‘‘daughter Peck’’ [Fairfield 
Probate Records, vol. 3, pp. 24-25]. 

Robert Kitchell was a widower when he married Margaret 
Sheafe.: It has been found that his first wife was named Joan. 
They sold to Stephen Scott, gentleman, for £100, a messuage, 
cottage, barn, dove cote, two gardens, two orchards, 40 acres of 
land, 10 acres of meadow and 30 acres of pasture, 2 acres of 
wood, and common of pasture for sheep and horses, in Hayes 
and Bromley. [C. P. 25 (2) /435; 4 Chas. I. Hil. (1628-9).] 

Robert Kitchell and Margaret his wife sold for £60 to John 
Finch, gent., and John Morgan, two messuages, two barns, two 
gardens, two orchards, and 25 acres of land, 6 acres of meadow, 
and 10 acres of pasture in Rolvynden and Brenchley. Robert 
Kitchell and Margaret his wife, and Alexander | ?Weller] and 
Joan his wife, for £60, sold to John Finch, gent., a messuage, 
barn, garden, two orchards, 20 acres of land, 5 acres of meadow, 
3 acres of pasture, and 8 acres of wood, in Rolvenden. [C. P. 25 
(2) /441; 15 Chas. I. Easter (1639-40) .] 

Many Kitchell and Jordan records from English sources have 
been gathered, but insufficient to establish these pedigrees very 
far. 

Thomas Ruck of Charlestown, Mass., deposed 19 July 1636, aged 
about 48 [Lechford Notarial Records, p. 118], so was born about 
1588. This makes him about 28 years old when he married 
Elizabeth Kitchell, sister of Robert Kitchell, and half-sister of 
Jacob Sheafe of Boston. Her half-sister, Mary (Sheafe) Mer- 
riam, named Ruck ‘‘cousins’’ in her will. Thomas Ruck was son 
of John Ruck by a sister of Edmund Sheafe; he was named in 
1604 in the will of his grandfather Thomas Sheafe of Cranbrook, 
also in 1615 in the will of his great-uncle William Sheafe of 
Cranbrook, who called him ‘‘son of John Ruck, that married 
brother Thomas Sheafe’s daughter.’’ It is here disclosed for 
the first time, we believe, that Thomas Ruck’s wife was Elizabeth 
Kitchell, step-daughter of Edmund Sheafe.

To the poor of Crambrooke. 20/- 

To my Aunte CovcHMAN and DororHy BEALE my sister in law 5/- each. 

To my wifes five children and to my three sonnes in law which married 
her daughters to everie one of them coloured gloves of xij d. the paire in 
remembrance of my love to them all. 

To the maid servant that shall dwell with us at my decease 2/- but if 
JOANE MILEs shall so longe contynue with us then I will to her 20/- in gold. 

To RicHarpD SHARPY my son in law in token of my love for him v s, in 
gold and to my daughter Mary his wife xx s. in gold. Also I give to my 
foresaid daughter Mariz SHARPEY my booke made by Mr. Rogers called the 
practice of Christianitie. I will and bequeath to said daughter SHARPY 
yearly during her natural life (if in regard to their contynued needy estate 
she shall require it) as Annuite of viij pounds by the yeare to be paid 
unto her at the usual four feasts in the yeare all the said terme by myne 
executrix if shee can conveniently soe quarterly provide the same to arise 
and bee leavied by equall parts and portions out of the lands here after 
given in this my will to HARMAN SHEAFE and JAcoB SHEAFE my two younger 
sonnes, That is to say from out eyther of those my two sonnes lande (by 
me to them given) foure pounds yearly during the above said tearme. And

I give to Sara his wife my daughter in lawe v s. in goole and to every 
of his children xij d. a piece. All which legacies to be paid by my 
executrix within three months after my decease. 

I give to JoANE SHEAFFE my daughter £200 of current English money to 
be paid to her or her assignes at her age of 20 or att the tyme of her 
marriage. 

I give to Mary SHEAFE my youngest daughter the like some of £200 of 
lawfull money of England to be paid to her at her age of 20 or at the 
tyme of her marriage. 

If either of said daughters die then I will the survivor shall have £300. 
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I give to my daughter Joanr aforesaid my silver salt with its cover and 
one of the silver pincked wine cuppes with vj small silver spoones marked 
with the letters E. 8S. to be delivered to her at the death of her mother if 
not before. 

I give to my son HARMAN SHEAFE my bes: silver beere cupp or goblett. 

I give more to HARMAN SHEAFFE my foresaid sonne of the household 
stuffe now in my dwelling house att Wilsby Greene the lounge table with 
the frame and forms to it, the joyned cubbard the playne Standerd, twoe 
of the tourned high chaires and all the fire irons with their brasses in my 
parlour there. 

Item. In the kitchen I give him the table with the frame and forme to 
it the benches, shelves ould Skryne and dog wheele with all the other 
shelves, table and beere stalders in all the butteries. 

Item. I give him in the chamber over the Parlour the high bead steeddle 
with the curtaines and settles to it the trundle bead my best feather bed 
and boulster with my tapistry coverlett and one good paire of blancketts 
one good pillow and the Courte cubbard there standing neere to the doore.

THE FENNER, BROWNE, AND TULLY ANCESTRY

I. FENNER 


THomAs FENNER, born probably in Horley, Surrey, England, 
about 1540, was buried there, 18 Dec. 1601. He married first 
about 1565, . He married secondly, Elizabeth 
———, who was buried 4 May 1614. 

After his death, the widow had trouble with Mr. Fenner’s 
children, making it doubtful if she was the mother of any of 
them. 

Although evidently a member of the Fenner or Venner family 
of Horley, since his body was brought there to be buried, Thomas 
lived in Horne* and was resident there at the time of his death. 
He appears in the Lay Subsidy for Horne in 1593-94 for xij" 


*The Registers of Horne begin in 1614. 
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goods, xxxij®. He still owned land in Horley, for he bequeathed 
it in his will. The Fenner family was long seated in Horley, 
one William Venner being Churchwarden in 1531 and 1532. In 
the parish church there is a monument consisting of a flat stone 
upon which is a large brass figure of a woman under a pointed 
arch with hands uplifted in prayer. It bears this inscription: 

‘Of your charite pray for the soule of Johan Fenner, late 
wyf of John Fenner Gent. whiche Johan decessed the ij day of 
July, in the yere of our Lord MV*XVJ, on whose soule Ihu have 
mercy.’’ 

‘‘Thomas Fenner thelder of Horne in the County of Surrey, 
yeoman,’’ drew his will, 14 Dec. 1601, and gave: to Samuel 
Fenner, youngest son, messuage and lands called Tye meadow 
and Tye grove in Burstow and messuage and lands in Horne 
now in his tenure, called Little Harrowby and also lands in 
Horley called Tanners and land called Cox croftes in Worth, co. 
Sussex; to Arthure Fenner, eldest son, land called Lakeland 
with all lands in Horley now in tenure with certain other lands 
and tents. in Horley and Horne; to Sarah Fenner, youngest 
daughter, 100"; wife Elizabeth to be executrix and the residuary 
legatee to oceupy his farm called Harrowsby als Harrosby and 
to bring up the children. Wit: John Falkner, Henry Symons 
his servaunte, John Lee his servant and John Fenner his kins- 
man. Proved 4 Mar. 1601 by Proctor to the executrix. (This 
probate clause was cancelled.)

ARTHUR FENNER (Thomas), born probably in Horne, Surrey, 
about 1575, died about 1640 to 1645. He married, probably in 
Rusper,* Sussex, about 1613, Sarah Browne, baptised there, 
22 Oct. 1592, died after 1633-34, daughter of Rev. Joseph and 
Margery (Patching) Browne. 

Little has been learned of the life of Arthur Fenner. His 
father calls himself a ‘‘yeoman”’ in his will, but the literal 
transcription of the baptisms of Arthur Fenner’s children, call 
him ‘‘Mr.’’ and ‘‘gentleman.’’t It is possible that he lived 
before his marriage in Charlewood, as it is very probable that 
he is the Arthur Fenner mentioned in the following will: 

Richard Seavenoake of Charlewood, Labourer, in his will 
dated 23 Sept. 1601, names his ‘‘frendes William Jordan of 
Charlwood, gentleman, & Arthur ffenner of the same overseers.”’ 
He left his property to his two daughters, Joane & Phillippa 
Seavenoakes, making them his executrices. Wit: ‘‘Arthur 
ffenner the wryter,’’ John Storye, Nicholas Stanebridge, and 

Hall, widow, with others. (Surrey Archeological Society, 
10 :312.) 

As Charlewood is the next parish directly south of Horley, 
and Horne is next east of Horley, it is probable that this refers 
to Arthur Fenner, later of Horley. Arthur Fenner was a man 
of thirty-five to forty when he married Sarah Browne, a girl of 
about twenty. 

If Arthur Fenner left a will, it has not been found after much 
searching. As his children emigrated about 1646, it is possible 
that he had died only a short time before.

He married secondly, MarcAarRET ————, who was buried there, 
17 Feb. 1611-12. 

Rev. William Browne was Vicar of Horley from 1563 to 1613. 
He was probably that William Browne who matriculated a pen- 
sioner from Pembroke College in March 1546. (Alumni 
Cantabrigiensis. )

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AMOS CURTIS FAMILY

Amos Curtis, son of John and Abiah Curtis of Woodbury, 
Conn., was baptized Oct. 1733 (Cothren’s History of Woodbury, 
vol. 1, p. 534). The genealogy of the King family of Suffield, 
Conn., by Cameron King, 1908, states that Lrene, daughter of 
Elijah and Sarah (King) Sheldon, married Amos Curtis and 
had at least one child, Amos, but that no more is known of this 
family. I have recently come into the possession of several 
sheets from the family bible of Amos and Irene (Sheldon) 
Curtis, and it gives me much pleasure to make this material 
available to those interested in this branch of the Curtis family, 
which is not included in the genealogy of the Curtis family by 
Frederick Haines Curtis, 1903. 

The History of Rupert, Vt. (George S. Hibbard, 1899), says 
that Amos Curtis was a member of a company of emigrants who 
first settled the Mettowee Valley about 1767. He was an inn- 
holder according to Mr. Hibbard, and the data copied from the 
grave-stones of Amos and Irene Curtis, which appear on page 34 
of Mr. Hibbard’s volume, correspond exactly with the dates in 
the family bible. 

On the Revolutionary War Rolls of Vermont, page 152, will 
be found ‘‘ Amos Curtis, two days on pay-roll of Captain Daniel 
Smith, Colonel Ira Allen’s regiment.’’

GOOD JOHN CURTIS WHO FOUGHT ON BOTH SIDES 
IN THE REVOLUTION 


By HarLow D. Curtis, Esq., of Manlius, N. Y. 


In Torrington, Conn., in 1742, Capt. Allen Curtiss’s wife, 
Ruth, gave birth to a little boy, John, for whom fate had a 
peculiar destiny. His older brothers Martin and Solomon and 
Elihu early left home but John had his sisters Chloe and Hannah 
and Ruth, and other brothers, Elisha and Seth, and his closest 
brother, Medad, two years his senior. His grandpa, David, was 
very religious and had gone to the Judea Society of Woodbury 
before John was born. In 1748 Capt. Allen Curtiss moved his 
family to Salisbury, Conn., and the next year his wife died and 
her stone is the oldest stone in Coleman’s Station Cemetery near 
Amenia, N. Y. Whether John had a step-mother or not we do 
not know, but John married Deborah in 1763 and she 
gave him seven boys and no girls. On May 8, 1775 he joined 
Capt. Abel Pettibone’s Fourth Conn. Regiment and served to 
Dee. 8, 1775. His brother Medad and he went north to Great 
Barrington, Mass., in 1776, and in 1779 Medad married Dinah 
Tracy in the old Episcopal Church there ; but Medad soon joined 
the Shakers and got beaten up defending the person of their 
high priestess, Ann Lee, which fracas is vividly described by 
Carl Carmer in his recent book, ‘‘Sound of a Lonesome Drum.’’ 
When his new neighbors beat up his best beloved brother, John 
was ready to retaliate. 

In the summer of 1776 one Solomon Curtis of Hillsdale, N. Y., 
was commissioned to arrest three tories in Canaan, N. Y., exactly 
where John’s brother Elihu and his wife Jerusha Wheeler lived. 
Now Solomon was no kin of John’s—his mother was Elizabeth 
Selden who married Deodatus Curtis, fourth from the emigrant 
of that name through two Solomons. The three tories were tried 
and sentenced to the jail at Simsbury, but while Solomon was 
escorting them across Massachusetts the party was set upon at 
Great Barrington by forty tories and Solomon lost his prisoners, 
so he makes report to the authorities. 

Now the people of Amenia, N. Y., were the proprietors of 
Manchester, Vt., and unlike most proprietors, they went to 
Manchester and settled. The last year John was in Amenia in 
1775 he bought a piece of land in Manchester, Vt., of Moses 
Soper of Amenia. In the Fall of 1776 a John Curtiss shows up 
in Manchester, Vt., with this deed and in the Spring of 1777 he 
has crops in the ground, but somehow his enemies got wind of 
where he was and caught up with him so fast he had to leave 
in his night-shirt losing his clothes, his watch, his farming tools 
and his crops in the ground, so he tells the Canadian Govern-

ment in 1788 when he asks for land in Canada. He said he 
joined up with Burgoyne in 1777—doubtless he would have given 
his eye-teeth to get a pot-shot at those enemies of his who beat 
up Medad and ambushed him in the night—and he showed a 
document from Governor Chittenden of Vermont proving that 
his land had been confiscated. 

Poor John! Little Lebbeus, his son born in Feb. 1777, he 
had never seen, and his wife Deborah had finally in 1782 married 
again! From the ruin that fate and hate had wrought for him, 
he collected what he could. One by one his sons join him; 
Solomon, Amasa, Darius, Flavius Josephus, and Lebbeus,—but 
John, Jr., went to Pompey Hill, Onondaga Co., N. Y., and Asahel 
to Sauquoit Valley, Oneida Co., N. Y. Many years later the 
children of his son Solomon wanted to collect some back pension 
money due Solomon’s widow Hannah Taylor, so the records at 
Washington reveal an astonishing lack of unanimity on John’s 
death, but the idea uppermost in all the testimony seems to be 
that John died conveniently before he joined the British.‘ One 
record has him taken off by camp fever at White Plains, another 
by yellow fever at Albany, still another states that he served in 
Massachusetts in the Fall of 1778—after he had died in the 
Spring of the same year. Evidently Solomon of Hillsdale who 
lost his prisoners further complicates the data and befuddles the 
disinterested clerks at Washington, for a very estimable lady 
living to-day who is a descendant of Solomon of Hillsdale has 
gone smoothly into D. A. R. on Solomon who married Hannah 
Taylor and removed to Clarenceville, Quebec, was neutral in the 
War of 1812 and served as Justice of the Peace for Caldwell’s 
Manor in 1817 and died there in Nov. 1826. John should laugh! 


“THE PHILADELPHIA OF OUR FOREFATHERS” 
By Merepitx B. CoLKET, Jr., of Washington, D. C. 


First class genealogy on early Philadelphia is comparatively 
rare. Perhaps the foremost among the scholars of this field was 
Frank Willing Leach. About a quarter of a century ago he pre- 
pared for each Sunday edition of the old Philadelphia North 
American (now extinct) a full page genealogical sketch of a 
well-known Philadelphia family. The value of these newspaper 
sketches should not be overlooked. The articles were skillfully 
prepared. They contained important information about the 
origin of the family in this country. They gave interesting 
sketches of those men of each family who took a prominent part 
in Pennsylvania colonial history. Numerous half-tones from 
paintings, miniatures and daguerreotypes were interspersed to 
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‘* PHILADELPHIA OF OUR FATHERS’’ 


add color to the presentations. Mr. Leach acquired his infor- 
mation in part from old family correspondence, from family 
Bibles, and other personal effects. He was one of few men who 
could contact the owners of these family documents and bring 
their contents to light for posterity. The tremendous mass of 
data upon which these sketches are based has been assembled in 
fifty-nine large volumes now in the possession of the Genealogical 
Society of Pennsylvania and entitled ‘‘Genealogical Data and 
Correspondence Relating to Old Philadelphia Families Printed 
in the North American.’’ 

The series of articles, entitled The Philadelphia of Our Fore- 
fathers and sub-titled ‘‘Old Philadelphia Families’’ appeared in 
two serials, one from June 9, 1907 to February 7, 1909 and the 
other from December 3, 1911 to June 29, 1913. It may interest 
the readers of this magazine to have a complete list of the one 
hundred seventy-one sketches prepared by Mr. Leach in the 
North American, together with the exact date of publication. 
These sketches are each about one full page in length and can be 
easily and inexpensively photostated for people living at a 
distance from libraries with newspaper files. At the present 
time microfilming of newspapers is not practical.

The signature of Benjamin N. Goodale is evidently that of the 
one who wrote the copy, as Martha Ruggles married in Roxbury, 
Mass., 15 Sept. 1785, Rev. John Fairfield of Pepperelboro, Maine, 
{now Saco]. The writing is old Spencerian, beautifully exe- 
cuted. There seems to be no doubt that the paper is a copy of 
the deaths in an old Bible.

AUSTIN BEARSE AND HIS ALLEGED INDIAN 
CONNECTIONS

[The following report was prepared for a private client, a descendant of 
Austin Bearse, and is published with his consent.] 


A strange story was given circulation in the Utah Genealogical 
Magazine, July 1935 (vol. 26, pp. 99-100), concerning the wife 
of Austin Bearse, as follows: 


The evidence as to the identity of the wife of Austin Bearse is 
found in an unpublished manuscript, entitled: ‘‘Who Our Fore- 
fathers Really Were. A True Narrative of Our White and 
Indian Ancestors,’’ by Franklin Ele-watum Bearse (a Scaticoke 
and Eastern Indian). This manuscript is a eertified copy of 
an original sworn statement now on file in the office of the Litch- 
field County District Court, in Connecticut, and accepted by the 
State Commissioner in Charge of Indian Rights and Claims as 
an authentic and legal declaration of lineage. It bases its claim 
as to the identity of Austin Bearse’s wife upon statements in 
the original diary of Zerviah Newcomb, who married Josiah 
Bearse, a grandson of Austin, and who wrote from personal 
knowledge of the facts. Her diary is called, ‘‘A True Chronicle 
of the Bearse Family.”’ 

It is said that the above manuscript is deposited in the Con- 
gressional Library, and states that Austin Bearse married by 
Indian rites at the Mattachee Indian village Mary, daughter of 
John Hyanno, a Mattachee Sagamore, and son of the Sachem 
Ihyannough who befriended the Pilgrims on their first arrival. 
In Zerviah Newcomb’s diary Austin Bearse was said to be of 
the Romany or Gypsy race, and the name was originally Be Arce. 
He belonged to a family of Continental gypsies who had emi- 
grated to England. There was great persecution; for some 
minor infraction of the English law Austin was deported to the 
colonies. On arriving at Plymouth, Austin was the only prisoner 
allotted to Barnstable. No Puritan girl at that time would marry 
a gypsy, as there were eligible Puritans to select from. It was 
therefore natural that he should marry an Indian Princess. 

Further it is said that Mary Hyanno was a lovely flaming- 
haired Mattachee princess. 


This story bears within itself such improbabilities that a gene- 
alogist familiar with the place and period would hardly give it 
serious consideration, were it not for the two facts that it has 
been published in a reputable periodical, and that the claim of 
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documentary evidence is made. The present writer therefore 
made an attempt to locate this evidence. The Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas, Litchfield County, Conn., had no knowl- 
edge of it; neither had the State Librarian, Hartford, Conn. 

A letter directed to the State Commissioner in charge of Indian 
Rights and Claims, Hartford, Conn., was referred to the State 
Park and Forest Commission, which is authorized to act as Over- 
seer of all tribes of Indians residing in the state. An official of 
this agency replied : 

Mr. Franklyn Bearse (Ele-wa-tum) has filed with us a copy 
of ‘‘Who Our Forefathers Really Were’’ which he claims is 4 
true history of his ancestors. During the past two years I have 
spent some time in looking up the genealogies of families now 
living on the three Indian Reservations in the state and in a 
very few instances have found connections with the persons men- 
tioned in Mr. Bearse’s paper. In every case, as I recall, there 
has been no conflict and altho we have no proof that his state- 
ments are all correct we have no reason to doubt them. 


Mr. David C. Means, Acting Superintendent of the Reading 
Rooms, Library of Congress, prepared a careful memorandum, 
which states : 


We find no record of a diary of Zerviah Newcomb Bearse in 
our collections. We do have in the Rare Book Room two manu- 
scripts, both by F. E. Bearse. One is entitled ‘‘Who our fore- 
fathers really were,’’ 1933 (CS71.B42 1933) and the other 
‘‘From out of the past,’’ 1935 (CS71.B42 1935). Both of these 
works say that Austin Bearse married Mary Hyanno, a daughter 
of John Hyanno, a full blood Wampanoag Indian. The Library 
of Congress has no means of checking the authenticity of the 
statements contained in these books. 


The memorandum further states that the 1933 manuscript con- 
tains an affidavit on the first page signed by Franklin Elewatum 
Bearce and gives additional particulars. The manuscript not 
bearing claim of copyright, it was possible to obtain photostatic 
copies of two pages, which we shall discuss shortly. 

It will be noted that none of the agencies addressed had knowl- 
edge of the alleged original Zerviah (Newcomb) Bearse diary, 
nor possessed either the original or a photostatic or certified copy 
of it. Until the diary can be examined and its exact statements 
considered, it can hardly be cited as evidence for the statements 
made in Mr. F. E. Bearce’s manuscript account. The present 
writer must state emphatically that he has no knowledge of 
and is not concerned with Mr. Bearce’s immediate ancestry, 
which is presumed to be correct as stated. Our sole concern is 
with the alleged Indian ancestry of the wives of Austin’ Bearse, 
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of his son Joseph’, and of his grandson Josiah*. Austin was 
born over 300 years ago, and his grandson Josiah died in 1753, 
nearly 200 years ago. Any statement as to their wives cannot 
therefore be based on personal knowledge, and any tradition 
passing by word of mouth through several generations requires 
verification from contemporary record sources before it can 
safely be accepted. 

The second page of Mr. F. E. Bearce’s 1933 manuscript con- 
tains the following statement : 


The Following Historical and Genealogical Notes and Facts 
is A true record of our correct line of descent and is Based on 
Correct Information Handed down from generation to generation 
by my anscesters and imparted to me by word of mouth by my 
grand father William Henery Bearce [ete.] and the written 
Narrative Codgial [sic] of Zerviah Newcomb’s Dairy—written 
by the hand of Zerviah herself—after the death of her husband 
by law Josiah Bearce Ist at New Fairfield Conn. 


On the fifth page the pedigree of the first three generations 
of the Bearse family is set forth. According to this, Austin 
Bearce married in Summer of 1639 Mary Hyanno, born 1625, 
daughter of John Hyanno, Mattachee Sagamore (and wife 
Mary), son of Ihyannough, Mattachee Sachem (and wife, a 
princess of the Narragansetts). 

This is a great deal of detail to be handed down by word of 
mouth for three centuries. What is actually known about Austin 
Bearse? He is named as Augustine Bearce, aged 20, in the 
shipping list of the Confidence of London, which sailed from 
Southampton the last of April, 1638. Most of the passengers 
on this ship came in family groups, and a large number of these 
families settled in Essex County, Mass. The name Augustine 
(of which Austin is a corruption) is, be it noted, a Christian 
name, in good usage in England. There is no evidence whatever 
that any of the passengers on this ship were deported criminals. 
There is no evidence whatever that Austin was sent to Barn- 
stable as a prisoner. On the contrary, he came to Barnstable 
with the first company in 1639; he became a member of Mr. 
Lothrop’s church, 29 Apr. 1643, and he is the first person named 
on the present record of those who joined the church after its 
removal to Barnstable. He was proposed to be admitted a free- 
man, 3 June 1652, and was admitted 3 May following. He was 
called Goodman in the records, bespeaking his good standing. 
He was a grand juror in 1653 and 1662, and a surveyor of 
highways in 1674. 

To quote ‘‘Barnstable Families’’ (1888) by Amos Otis (vol. 1, 
pp. 52, 53), ‘‘He appears to have been very exact in the perform- 
ance of his religious duties, causing his children to be baptized 
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on the Sabbath next following the day of their birth...... 
He was one of the very few against whom no complaint was ever 
made; a fact which speaks well for his character as a man and 
a citizen.’’ The wife of ‘‘Brother Berce’’ joined the church, 
7 Aug. 1650 [New Eng. Hist. and Gen. Register, vol. 9, p. 281]. 

To suppose that a Gypsy, a deported criminal, and the husband 
of an Indian, would have enjoyed such standing in a Puritan 
community is absurd. In explanation of his marriage to an 
Indian, the story is told that he was a Gypsy and hence the 
Puritan girls would not consider him in marriage; yet his chil- 
dren married into the best families of Barnstable and Yarmouth. 
But would the children of the girls who allegedly stuck up their 
noses at a Gypsy, have married the half-breed children of that 
Gypsy and an Indian? 

Obvicusly, although the actual evidence is strongly in favor of 
the conclusion that Austin Bearse was an Englishman and a 
strict Puritan, and that his wife was one of his own people, it 
is not possible, until his wife is identified by record proof, to 
make the negative declaration that she was not an Indian. 
Unfortunately, any person can claim that the unknown wife of 
any early colonist was Chinese or Hottentot or Malay, and 
improbable or impossible as such an assertion may seem, it can- 
not be absolutely disproved until the real identity is established 
by records. The burden of proof, therefore, must fall on the 
person who makes any positive assertion to sustain it by evidence. 
No such evidence has been presented for the claim that the wife 
of Austin Bearse was an Indian, and until it is presented, it is 
the part of discretion to pronounce it unproved and extremely 
unlikely. 

The F. E. Bearce manuscript makes statements also relative 
to the wives of Joseph? and Josiah*® Bearse, the son and grandson 
of Austin!, and these statements will be examined as a test of the 
reliability of the manuscript account. It states that Joseph* 
Bearse, born 1652, married 1676 Martha Tayler [sic], born at 
Yarmouth 1659, daughter of Richard Tayler of Yarmouth by his 
wife, Ruth Wheldon, daughter of Gaberiel [sic] Wheldon who 
came in 1628 and his wife Margaret, a full blood Indian prineess, 
daughter of a Wampanoag Sagamore, a younger brother of 
Massasoit. 

There are two errors of date in this statement. The birth of 
Martha Taylor on a precise date in 1650 has appeared in print, 
presumably from the Yarmouth records; and she died 27 Jan. 
1727/8 aged 77 | Barnstable records in New Eng. Hist. and Gen. 
Register, vol. 2, p. 316], which also places her birth in 1650, 
not 1659. Her parents married on or shortly after 27 Oct. 1646, 
at which date Gabriel ‘‘ Whelding’’ gave consent to his daughter 
Ruth’s marriage to Richard Taylor [Plymouth Colony Records, 
vol. 2, p. 110]. 
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According to ‘‘Early Wheldens of Yarmouth,’’ by J. W. 
Hawes [Library of Cape Cod History and Genealogy, No. 43], 
Gabriel Whelden, born in England, first appears in Plymouth 
Colony in 1638, hence he could hardly have come in 1628 as 
claimed, for the very full records of that region and period did 
not ignore a settler’s presence for a decade. To quote from Mr. 
Hawes’s account: ‘‘ His children were no doubt born in England 
and were probably by a first wife. When he died in 1654 his 
wife was Margaret, who, it seems clear, was his second wife and 
not the mother of his children. He apparently came to Yar- 
mouth about 1639 with a family of grown children. He left 
Yarmouth about 1648.’’ 

Another account is found in ‘‘The History of Malden’’ (1899), 
by D. P. Corey, p. 158: ‘‘Gabriel Wheldon, or Welding, who 
appears to have been a personal friend of Mr. Matthews, was 
with that minister at Yarmouth, and took the oath of fidelity 
with him. He came here [i.e., to Malden] with Mr. Matthews, 
and in his will calls himself ‘of the Towne and church of 
Mauldon.’ With his youngest son, John, he sold . . . four par- 
cels of land in Arnold, county Nottingham. Essex Deeds, i. 24. 
This forbids the conclusion that he was a fellow countryman of 
Mr. Matthews; but from the apparently close connection of the 
parties, I am inclined to believe that his wife, Margaret, was 
from Wales, and perhaps owned a relationship with the pastor.’’ 
Further, as to Gabriel: ‘‘He died in Malden in January, 1653/4 
.... With the exception of a legacy of ten shillings to the 
Malden church, his estate, valued at £40,11,8, was left to his 
wife; but the claims of his elder children caused a conten- 
tion. . . . The widow, who may have been a second wife, returned 
to England.’’ She went back in 1655 with Mr. Matthews. 

Now since Gabriel Wheldon first appears in New England in 
1638, and his daughter Ruth was married to Richard Taylor 
eight years later, it is almost certain that Ruth was born in 
England. Yet according to the Bearse manuscript, the mother 
of Ruth Wheldon was Margaret, an Indian princess. (Strange, 
how every Indian ancestress was a princess!) Did Gabriel 
Wheldon, one wonders, find the Indian girl straying about the 
British Isles? And why should the widow Margaret, if,born an 
Indian, return to England with her pastor? It is also to be 
noted that two independent students reached the conclusion, 
from the record sources examined, that Margaret was most 
probably a second wife, and hence not the mother of Ruth. No 
conscientious investigator, with any knowledge of conditions in 
colonial New England, could accept the statement of the Bearce 
manuscript, totally undocumented, that the wife of Gabriel 
Wheldon was an Indian. 

Finally, we come to the account of Josiah* Bearse, son of 
Joseph? and Martha (Taylor) Bearse. The Bearce manuscript 
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states that he married first, Nov. 1716, Zerviah Newcomb, ‘‘By 
Whom he had no Children’’; and that he married second, 1718 
at Mashpee, Mary Sissell, mother of all his eleven children. 
She is described as a full blood Indian princess (another prin- 
cess), daughter of Isaac Sissell, a Momenet Sagamore, by his 
wife Mary Tuspuquin, daughter of Watuspuquin—Black Wil- 
liam, Sachem at Nahant, by his wife Amie, full blood Indian 
princess, daughter of Massasoit. 

Now it is true that Otis in ‘‘Barnstable Families,’’ vol. 1, 
pp. 55, 59, states that Josiah Bearse married first, 2 Nov. 1716, 
Zerviah Newcomb of Edgartown, and second, Mary , and 
that he had no children by his first wife. Whether or not this 
was one of the numerous errors of Otis, the Newcomb Genealogy 
(1874) by John Bearse Newcomb gives a different account which 
is repeated in the revised edition of this work (1923), p. 21 in 
both volumes, 

According to this account, Zerviah Newcomb, daughter of 
Lieut. Andrew and Anna (Bayes) Newcomb, married 2 Nov. 
1716, Josiah Bearse. He resided at East Barnstable, but was 
dismissed from the church there 29 Dec. 1734 to the church at 
Greenwich, Conn., to which place he soon after moved. In 1738 
they removed to New Fairfield, Conn., where he died 31 Aug. 
1753. The inscription on his wife’s gravestone reads: ‘‘In Mem- 
ory of Zerviah Bearss died Sept. 5th in the 91st year of her age 
1789.’’ The eleven children are then given, born between 1719 
and 1741. No mention is made of an alleged second wife, Mary, 
and the children are all attributed to Zerviah. 

It will be noted that Zerviah was married in 1716, survived 
her husband, who died in 1753, and died herself in 1789. Josiah 
could not therefore have had a second legal wife. Mr. F. E. 
Bearce admits this in his reference to Zerviah ‘‘after the death 
of her husband by law.’’ The story therefore is that Josiah 
Bearse either committed a bigamous marriage, or kept a con- 
cubine, and that in spite of this his legal wife accompanied him 
on his removal to Connecticut. Such a story cannot be accepted, 
and is seemingly based on an error, either in the book by Otis, 
or in an original record at Barnstable. Both offenses were serious 
in the eyes of the law, and although committed occasionally, 
resulted in legal action against the sinner, and usually also in 
divorce. Yet here we find that the church, after the birth of 
many of Josiah’s children, gave him an honorable dismissal to 
the church in his new home. This proves that he remained in 
good standing with his church, as had his grandfather before 
him. If the story were true, he would have been cast out of 
the church. 

The vital and land records of New Fairfield were unfortu- 
nately destroyed. However, the Danbury Probate records (vol. 
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2, pp. 43, 45, and Files at the State Library) afford quite 
conclusive evidence :— 


1 Oct. 1753. ‘‘Josiah Bearss & Zurviah Bearss are appointed 
Administrators on the Estate of Josiah Bearss late of Newfair- 
field in sd District Deceised.’’ 


3 Dec. 1753. ‘‘ Joseph Bearss son to Josiah Bearss Late of 
Newfairfield in s* District Deces* Being of Lawfull age to Chouse 
his Gardian and having maid Choise of his mother Zurviah 
Bearss to be his Gardian the Court Doth allow and approve 
thereof.”’ 


Distribution of the estate was not made until 1 July 1791, in 
other words after the death of the widow (Zerviah Newcomb). 
This distribution of ‘‘the Estate of Josiah Barss late of Newfair- 
field decest’’ was made to ‘‘the heirs of Josiah Decst who was 
the eldest son of the Decest’’; ‘‘Thomas Barss the second son of 
the Deest’’; ‘‘Martha’’; ‘‘Anna late wife of Benjamin Stevens 
her heirs’’; ‘‘Mary the wife of Gideon Beardsley’’; ‘‘ Josep the 
third son of the Deest’’; and ‘‘Benjamin Bars the fourth son of 
the Decest.’’ 

So! Are we to believe that the legal wife and widow served 
as co-administrator on Josiah’s estate with his eldest son by a 
concubine? Are we to believe that one of the younger sons by 
the concubine chose the legal wife for his guardian, calling her 
‘‘his mother,’’ and that Zerviah and the Court accepted the 
choice? And are we to believe that distributors, appointed by 
the Court, distributed Josiah’s estate after his lawful widow’s 
death to his illegitimate children? Such preposterous conclu- 
sions are forced upon us if we accept the statements made in 
Mr. Bearse’s manuscript, ‘‘Who Our Forefathers Really Were.’’ 

The children of Josiah and Zerviah (Newcomb) Bearse 
honored their mother by names which were bestowed on the 
next generation ; ‘‘Zeruah Bearse’’ and ‘‘ Newcomb Bearss’’ both 
married at Danbury in 1778 [Danbury Vital Records, 1-442, 
406]. It is not our province to inquire why a later descendant 
prefers to disown Zerviah Newcomb in favor of an alleged Indian 
concubine, and to besmirch the character of Josiah Bearse by 
making bastards of all his children. Not an atom of evidence 
has been adduced to show that Josiah ever had an Indian concu- 
bine or secondary wife ; and the records quoted above prove con- 
clusively that Zerviah Newcomb was his only wife and the mother 
of his children. 

When in three successive generations, such claims of Indian 
marriage are made, in several details at variance with primary 
record sources, and involving an entire sequence of improbabili- 
ties, we are justified in concluding that this account, whatever its 
source, traditional or otherwise, cannot be accepted as authentic. 
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Since the alleged claims of Indian marriage and descent in 
the second and third generations have been exposed as false and 
unacceptable, we have a legitimate basis for the deduction that 
the statement about Austin Bearse, the first settler, is of the same 
unsubstantial texture. 

In conclusion, a few general observations may be apropos. 
First: very few white immigrants to New England in colonial 
days married Indians; differences of race, language and culture 
were too great, and for much of the colonial period, relations 
between the European settlers and the native Americans were 
unfriendly if not actively hostile. Second: many traditions of 
Indian ancestry have been encountered, but such traditions have 
rarely been proved, and usually they can be disproved or their 
improbability clearly demonstrated. Third: some people do not 
wish to have Indian ancestry proved, while others like the 
‘‘romance’’ of a remote Indian ‘‘princess’’ in the ancestral tree. 
The present writer has no bias in the matter, one way or the 
other, and desires only to ascertain the historic fact when 
investigating such a tradition or claim. 

Every person has a right to examine the historical basis for 
genealogical statements that have been published either in 
printed form (as this was in the Utah magazine above cited) or 
by the gift of manuscript data to libraries (such as the Library 
of Congress) where they may be consulted by the general public; 
and every person has the right to publish his own conclusions, 
based on such an examination. The present writer, in availing 
himself of this privilege, wishes it clearly understood that the 
bona fide nature of statements herein criticized is not questioned, 
merely their historical accuracy. 


THE EARLY WEEKS FAMILIES OF OYSTER BAY, 
NEW YORK 


A CORRECTION 


By CLARENCE ALMON TorRREY, Ph.B., of Dorchester, Mass. 


In an article entitled ‘‘Notes on the Early Weeks Families of 
Oyster Bay, New York’’ which appeared in THE AMERICAN 
GENEALOGIST for April, 1938, the writer stated (page 240) that 
Samuel? Weeks (Francis!) married Hannah Reddough, or Red- 
dock, and that Joseph® Weeks married Elizabeth, sister of 
Hannah. 

This statement was based entirely on the order in which the 
heirs of Henry Reddough, or Reddock, signed an agreement, the 
married daughters being Mary Hawkurst, Hannah Weeks and 
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Elyzabeth Weeks. The husbands signed in this order: Christo- 
pher Hawxhurst, Samuell Weekes, Joseph Weekes. The writer 
assumed that the husbands signed, as was customary, in the 
same order in which their wives signed. This arrangement 
implied that Hannah was wife of Samuel Weeks and that 
Joseph’s wife was named Elizabeth. 

My attention has been called to a deed signed by Samuel and 
Elizabeth Weeks, Aug. 27, 1687 (Oyster Bay Records, Vol. 1, 
pp. 433-4).* This deed makes it evident that Samuel’s wife was 
Elizabeth (not Hannah) and hence that Joseph’s first wife was 
Hannah (not Elizabeth). From other records we know that 
Joseph’s second wife was also named Hannah,—Mrs. Hannah 
(Crooker) Forman.

THE NEW ENGLAND CHILDREN OF THEOPHILUS, 
EARL OF LINCOLN

the preparation of this article. ] 


While the migration of the Pilgrims to Plymouth in 1620 was 
primarily religious in purpose, the migration of the Puritans 
beginning ten years later with the sailing of the Winthrop Fleet, 
had important political aspects. Among the opponents of 
Charles I were powerful British noblemen and men of affairs 
with strong Puritan leanings. Some of these looked for a haven 
of refuge in New England in the event that they would be com- 
pelled to leave the country and these men laid the foundations 
for a Puritan commonwealth. Among the leading contributors 
to the colonizing venture was the great house of Lincoln. 
According to one writer, the family of the Earl of Lincoln ‘‘had 
more intimate connections with the New England settlements and 
must have felt a deeper interest in their success than any other 
noble house in England.’’ 

The father, Theophilus Fiennes, Lord Clinton and Earl of 
Lincoln, died in 1619. A decade later, five of his children were 
taking an active part in the settlement of America. While 
Theophilus, his son, the new Earl of Lincoln, was in the war 
in Germany, the young Earl’s wife, Bridget, was holding meet- 
ings in Lincolnshire to plan for a Puritan colonization of New 
England. Bridget did not come to America, but Deputy-Gov- 
ernor Dudley kept her in close touch with happenings in this 
country and his letters to the Countess of Lincoln are well-known 
documents of our colonial history. It may be remembered in 
this connection that Bridget was daughter of Viscount Say and 
Sele, a founder of the Connecticut colony of Saybrook. 

Another son of the first Theophilus, Charles Fiennes, came to 
New England in Winthrop’s flagship in 1630 though he is incor- 
rectly identified by Mr. Savage.? A daughter, Arbella, wife of 
Isaac Johnson of Clipsham, co. Rutland, accompanied her 
brother, and Winthrop’s flagship was rechristened ‘‘Arbella’’ 
in her honor. She died in August, 1630, not long after her 
arrival. Another daughter, Susan, wife of John Humphrey of 
Chaldon, co. Dorset, accompanied her husband to New England

Published American genealogies contain glowing accounts of 
the descent of certain New Englanders from the Earls of Lincoln. 
Probably the most widely known lineage, first published in 1887 
in the Veach Williams Genealogy, and later certified by the 
College of Arms for John D. Rockefeller, shows the descent of 
the Averys of Groton from Susan Fiennes, wife of John Hum- 
phrey.* Another line, very recently published in ‘‘ Families 
Directly Descended From All the Royal Families in Europe’’ 
shows descent of Americans from Arbella Fiennes, wife of Isaac 
Johnson. Yet as interesting as these claims might be and as 
much as we respect the writers of such pedigrees, the claims are 
contrary to contemporary evidence. 

According to the College of Arms pedigree, John Humphrey 
had by his wife, Susan, a daughter Anne who married William 
Palmes. A daughter of this latter couple married Samuel Avery 
from whom the descent is clear. But there is a fallacy in the 
assumption that Anne was a daughter of John Humphrey by 
Susan Fiennes. Proof has never been presented, and definite 
proof is necessary when it appears that John Humphrey had 
three wives. Evidence now given will show clearly that Anne 
was a daughter of John Humphrey by his second wife, Elizabeth 
Pelham. 

John Humphrey of Chaldon, co. Dorset, born ca. 1596 (aged 
25 in 1621), died, according to a letter from Roger Williams, 
before April 20, 1652; married (1) Isabell, daughter of Brune 
Williams of Tynan in Isle of Purbeck, co. Dorset (ex information 
Mrs. Frances Rose-Troup*). He married secondly, Elizabeth 
daughter of Herbert Pelham of Fordingham, co. Dorset. Sep- 
tember 3, 1621, license was granted John Humphrie of Chaldon, 
gent., aged 25, to marry Elizabeth Pelham of Fordingham, aged 
18. By this marriage John had three children, baptized at 
Fordingham : 

i. John, bapt. Aug. 11, 1622. 
ii. Elizabeth, bapt. Nov. 23, 1623. 
iii. Anne, bapt. Dee, 17, 1625. 


The 1623 Visitation of Dorset shows that in this year John 
Humphrey of Chaldon was married to Elizabeth Pelham and 
they had one son, John. Anne was obviously not born in 1621 
(as stated without evidence), but born some four years later. 
John Humphrey married thirdly, Susan Fiennes of the house 
of Lincoln. The date of marriage has been fixed at about 1630. 
Certainly she was his wife in 1634 when Humphrey came to New

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England, for Governor Winthrop writes: ‘‘Mr. Humphrey and 
the lady Susan, his wife, one of the Earl of Lincoln’s sisters, 
arrived here.’”® 

John Humphrey arrived in New England in June, 1634.° 
According to a court testimony many years later, ‘‘Col. Hum- 
phryes brought with him a young gentlewoman whose name was 
Ann Humphryes: who was afterwards married to one m™ Palmes 
in Ireland or England...’ The ‘‘young gentlewoman”’ cer- 
tainly couldn’t refer to a child under four years of age and must 
necessarily refer to the Anne who was baptized Dee. 17, 1625. 

By his third wife, Humphrey had issue several children. 
When he returned to England a few years after his arrival he 
left some small children (eldest daughter about nine in 1641) 
in charge of a farmer at Lynn. Their unfortunate story is told 
by Winthrop in his ‘‘History.’’ (See edition edited by Savage.) 
It is believed that shortly thereafter they were taken back to 
England. Mr. G. A. Moriarty in a note in the revised Cokayne’s 
Complete Peerage (sub Lincoln) writes: ‘‘what ultimately 
became of these two granddaughters of the Earl of Lincoln 
remains one of the problems of New England genealogy.’’ 

John Humphrey has been stated to have had seventeen chil- 
dren. Accounts of several of them appear in ‘‘The Humphreys 
Family in Ameriea,’’ 1883. 

The Salem records (Historical Collections of the Essex Insti- 
tute, Vol. 3, p. 108) show that his daughter Anne in 1681 was 
‘fonly surviving child of Collonel John Humphreys.’’ Mr. 
Moriarty calls my attention to a reference in Pepys Diary to a 
Pelham Humphrey who was organist to Charles II. The combi- 
nation of names is suggestive. Further research would be wel- 
come on this subject. No proof has yet been presented that 
John Humphrey left other permanent issue in America. 

A statement that Isaac Johnson left descendants by his wife, 
Arbella, is indicated in the Cheney Genealogy, 1897. It is 
stated in that book that a Cheney daughter married John John- 
son, son of Isaac Johnson. Later writers, accepting the state- 
ment thus made, have published royal pedigrees of the American 
Johnson family. Isaac Johnson married Arbella Fiennes in 
1623. Yet his last will, written shortly before his death and 
dated 8 March 1629, though long and detailed, mentions no 
children. Further, the Herald’s Visitation of Rutland 1682 
deals with Isaac as follows: ‘‘Isaac Johnson went over into New 
England and died there circa an: 1631 sine prole.’’® This is 
one of the rare instances where the name of a New England

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colonist appears on a Herald’s Visitation. Arbella died in 
August 1630, during the lifetime of her husband, and could not 
have been the ancestress of New England colonists. 

It is apparent from the above discussion that however closely 
connected with the colonization of New England the family of 
the Earl of Lincoln may have been, it left no permanent descend- 
ants here. Descendants of John Humphrey (through his wife 
Elizabeth Pelham) can claim descent from British royalty, and 
publication of this line is planned for the American Genealogist 
after a more thorough investigation is made.

The first Nicholas Camp of Milford, Conn., had but one son 
proved by record evidence,—Nicholas, Jr. It has often been 
supposed that William Camp of Milford and Edward Camp of 
New Haven were also his sons, but no proof has been found in 
publie records in this country, and their parentage is far from 
certain. 

Certain classes of records in England were searched by Miss 
Lilian J. Redstone. It has long been known that Nicholas Camp 
was from Nazeing, co. Essex.

BOOK REVIEWS

Seventeenth Century Isle of Wight County, Virginia: A History of the 
County of Isle of Wight, Virginia, during the Seventeenth Century, includ- 
ing Abstracts of the County Records, By John Bennett Boddie. Chicago, 
[c1938] 756 p. Illus. (Obtainable from the author, Suite 1537-48, 176 
West Adams Street, Chicago, Il.) 


Mr. Boddie is a lawyer by profession and has brought to bear 
upon his historical and genealogical research a mind trained to 
weigh evidence. The result is obvious in this well printed, sub- 
stantially bound genealogical history of Isle of Wight County, 
Virginia. He has searched, or had searched, English as well as 
American records and has added considerably to the knowledge 
of early Virginia families. In many instances he has not found 
conclusive evidence of the place of origin, but whenever anything 
that may serve as a clue has been found he has given the 
reference in the hope that some one else may sometime pursue 
the search. 

The author opens his history with a brief survey of the Indians 
who inhabited the region. He then discusses the background of 
the Puritan movement in England and Holland, and gives 
enough of the history of the controversies within the group to 
indicate why schisms formed and groups separated. He then 
takes up the Bennett family which was prominent in the move- 
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ment and in the migration to Virginia: especially Elder Edward 
Bennett, who established one of the first great plantations in 
Virginia. 

He continues with the history of the colony, bringing in data 
about the many early families as they come up in the narrative. 
There are many original documents quoted in full, and abstracts 
of hundreds of others; will books, deed books, land grants, ete. 
Indeed, the volume is a mine of data and information for 
anyone doing research in this particular locality, and deserves 
a place on the shelves of any library containing a genealogical 
collection of any size. 

There is a thorough index, occupying pages 709-756, made up 
of three parts: names, places, and subjects. 

There are half-tone reproductions of photographs of four his- 
toric buildings, including the Old Brick Church built in 1632, 
said to be the oldest church of English construction in America. 
There are two maps.

This well-printed, attractively bound volume is an excellent 
example of good bookmaking, and at the same time its contents 
will serve as a model for careful genealogical work, clearly pre- 
sented in a readable style. 

Your reviewer actually found himself reading a large portion 
of the book with unusual interest because the compilers have 
achieved a style of presentation which is exceptional in 
genealogies. 

The Foreword, pp. iii-vi, explains the ‘‘idea of preparing this 
genealogy,’’ acknowledges Mr. Dudley Marvin Irwin’s significant 
share in the publication of it, and, for the benefit of those who 
are typographically minded, indicates the type and paper used 
in the volume. 

The Introduction and Note on the Use of the Genealogy, pp. 
1-22, deals with the facts and traditions regarding the origin of 
William Irwin, the progenitor of the family, and the Clan to 
which he obviously belonged. Such details as the heraldry of 
the family, its relation to various historic figures, etc., are care- 
fully though briefly discussed. The numbering system is 
explained, and acknowledgment to various outstanding contribu- 
tors to the volume is made. 

The genealogy of the descendants of William Irwin occupies 
pp. 23-136. The vital details are given, together with a concise 
account of the essential facts of each individual’s life. All

descendants, insofar as data was obtainable, of William Irwin 
are included, hence the female lines are carried down as far as 
the male. Authorities and sources of data are cited in the 
account of each family. 

The Appendix includes a long letter rich in genealogical 
details, written by one of the grandsons of the progenitor, bio- 
graphical statements regarding five prominent members of the 
family, notes on the Clan and the Irvine Society of America, and 
other details which could be presented more clearly here than in 
the body of the genealogy, including the Mayflower line, and a 
brief genealogy of the Green, Rew and Williams families. Notes 
on some other Irwin-Irvine families are included. And, pp. 217- 
221, a valuable bibliography is given. 

Full indexes occupy pp. 227-250.
